1 . 53 Chapter-XV Para 316 The existing para 316 shall be amended as under : 

“316(1). In the ease of loss of original Bank Certifi¬ 
cate of exports, applications for grant of REP 
licences may be considered from the Registered ex¬ 
porters by the concerned licensing offices headed 
by an officer not below the rank of a Dy. Chief 
Controller of Imports & Exports) within whose 
jurisdiction, the Registered/Head office of the com¬ 
pany/firm is located. Tn case the Office of the 
eligible applicant falls within in the jurisdiction 
of a licesding office which is headed by an officer 
below the rank of Dy. Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports, the application shall be made directly 
to the concerned Zonal Joint Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports but one additional applica¬ 
tion may be sent to the Asstt. Chief Controller of 
Imports & Exports, in whose jurisdiction the appli¬ 
cant falls. Such applications shall be accompanied 
by the following documents : — 


(i) EP Copy of the shipping bill; 

(ii) All the prescribed document in original; 

(iii) Duplicate copy of ne ‘Bank Certificate of export’ 

issued in lieu of the original lost, by the 
concerned bank; 


(iv) A certificate from the bank certifying that the 
foreign exchange against the exports in ques¬ 
tion has been realised; 
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(v) An affidavit by ike exporter about loss of 
original bank' certificate and prom'sing that 
the same would be surrendered to the con¬ 
cerned licensing authority in case the same is 
subsequently found; and 

(vi) An Indemnity Bond by the exporter to the 
effect that he would indemnify the Govern¬ 
ment for the financial loss, in rupees, if any, 
on account of REP licences issued against the 
lost Bank Certificate. 

2. The time allowed for preferring claims against 
tire lost original bank certificate and the extent of 
cut in the value of the Import Replenishment licence 
will be as under : 

(i) Applications received upto a period of b 
months from the last month of the export 
period—10 per cent cut. 

(ii) Applications received after a peiod of \ months 
from the last month of the export period but 
within 12 months—15 per cent cut. 

(iii) Applications received after a period of 12 
months from the last month of the export 
period but within 18 months—20 percent. 

(iv) Applications received aftrer a peied of 18 
months from the last month of the export 
period but within 24 months—25 per cent 
cut. 

(v) Applications received after a pence of 24 
months front the last month of the export 
period shall be summarily rejected at- time- 
barred." 


3. The above amendments have been made in public interest.
